Observ- 
ed nt first in a small way by isolated 
communities, this decoration - of the 
grassy mounds has come to be recogniz- 
ed as an established custom and Memo- 
rial Day bns long bad a fixed place In 
the calendar. With each successive anni- 
versary the dny has' gained n wider ob- 
servance oo d bus been made the occaslgn 
for many appeals to tbe patriotism of the 
people. The verdure of each returning 
spring covers more deeply the' scars of 
bnttle which onco seamed the hillsides 
and valleys of the sunny South; On this 
day of precious memories it Is well to re- 
call tbe sacrifices of bygone years, and It 
is also fitting to express the hope that, 
thoao who arc now charged, with the 
guldnnco of our national destinies will 
perform their duties patriotically and 
well. 

•When the grny-lmired vctoraiiB ot tho 
grca^wnr for tho Union meet together Jn 
annual observance of Memorial Dny, few 
will bear In mind that the day Itself, ns 
a part of the national life, is the result 
of tho Inspiration of ono of tho greatest 
: of all the volunteer soldiers who fought 
for tho ling— the late Gen. John A. Logan 
of Illinois. Fpw t Indeed, of thosa not 
associated with the organisation of old 
soldiers will remember this. The soldier- 
statesman who won his spurs la actual 
fight and refused to accept peaceful hon- 
ors, while the .war was still on—one of 
the first, If. not the first, of the list of 
honored comrades who bended this or- 
ganization— wan tbc originator of tho dny 
of sorrowful remembrance of the bravery 
and virtues of those who fell In battle 
or who have crossed tho dnrk river since 
the conflict ended. - 

The apple, tree of Appomattox never 
blossomed so full. and bo fair ns to-day. 
Its (lowers and I its fruit were never so 
fine nnd. fragrant. Tho Union which Ap- 
pnmattox: established and cemented was 
never bo strong and glorious, Its sacred 
bonds have been weldedj not merely by 
the mutual pledges of devotion, but' by 
the' fire of heroic service, side by side, 
under tho common (lag, on a distant soil, 
and they never before bound up so much 
of national pride and hope and high as- 
piration. 

The great chieftains— Grant nnd Lee, 
illustrious products of the same national 
school at- West Point— met nt Ap'pomiiU 
tox with mutual respect and honnr, and 
in their generous and chivalrous coming 
together typified tho spirit of a reunited 
country. That historic hour dates n hew 
Union, which is now a trim union of 
hearts and hands that' none can sever. 
: So -long ns the (lag remains unfurled 
Memorial Day cannot cease to he a great 
and tender; memory, -Each anniversary 
becomes more pathetic /from 'the fact 
that innny of the "boys lb blue" are pass- 
ing atrpy to join the vast nrrny in the 
silent JariiB^'Evcry./year, the /ranks of 
tho 1 veterans .'onv>thJ« ,'sf de,,the, riycr grow 
thinner, 'and^ t|iovsf^£a;vOf. the ^marchers 
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the other side. But their deedB enn nev- 
er die. Future generation's' will read, 
them, deep cut, defying the tooth of time, 
on' the marble of the country's grentness. 
They .will blnse on the pillars of the 
Union and In the springtime of each year 
a grateful people, bearing choicest flow- 
ers—nature's Bweetest emblem of love 
and affection— will decorate their graves; 
for those grassy mounds will be known 
ns shrines forever more; shrines so long 
ns the republic Rhnll endure; shrines 
where patriot "knees will bend and pat- 
riot eyes will weep so long as freedom 
has a worshiper and equality of rights a 
devotee. . . > ' 

Grnnt nnd I^eo are no more, and Shcr- 
mnri and Stuart, nmrJnckson'nnr] Hook- 
er, McClellnn and Hill. Early and Mendo 
—all arc gone, and the great spirit of 
change broods over the Bccnps nf their 
former activities. The grass grows green 
on t lie deserted battlefields nnd all Is 
unlet along. the banks' of the Potomac. 
The James and the, Chlckahominy, the 
ItnppnlmiinoL'k and the Itnpldnn, wind 
their course to .the fica undisturbed by' 
war's rude alarms. The former turns 
tho enrth In the' fertile valleys which 
drank the blood of the flower of Ameri- 
can chivalry; the feathered songsters of 
the wood make melody In tho tangled 
thickets of 'thu Wilderness; but the great 
enptnlns and many of their devoted fol- 
lowers havo departed. They pitch their 
tents on other camping grounds— not be- 
neath the stars that shine' on Bouthern 
scenes, but above the stars on the fair 
fields of Elyslu. There they- couununo 
and tli ere they held sweet intercourse. 
Wo may not know their employments 
1 here J wo niny not conceive the' rapturous 
delights that attend them in that blissful 
ttatlan; but of this we inny'be assured; 
they aro not unmindful of the comrades 
who tarry hero, and they have no higher 
Joy than the realization thnt t&e peace 
they set up at Appnmiittox bait grown 
Into a perfect peace— a pence that has 
overcome all obstacles and the doubts 
and perplexities which first attended It 
—a peace whose blessings full to-dny up- 
on our land like the rain upon the mown 
grass and like the dew upon the moun- 
tains of Lebanon, 

And so It In thnt In the decoration' of 
the graves of the heroic dead human 
bands, and human hearts have reached u 
solution of the vexed problem that baf- 
fled human will nnd human thought fur 
three decades. Sturdy sons of the South 
have said to their brothers of tho North 
that the people of. the South long since 
accepted, tiie arbitrament of tho sword 
to which they had nppculcd. And like- 
wise the oft-repcntcd message has- gone 
forth from tho North that peace and good 
will reigned, and that tho wounds of 
civil dissension were but sacred mem- 
ories. 

Tho contest that fo)lowcd the' end. of. 
argument between two' great civilisations, 
was, while; It. lasted; tho greatest! and 
'bloodleat of equal duration "In;; th&.au* 
;tbontIcated . annals jol* tbe^ine'fc; ■»* '& * 
'most destructive ever waged ■* by -men. It 
lasted I our y«nra; If annihilated; six bill- 



ions of -property; it overthrow the rebel- 
lious governments of thirteen States ; it 
called four millions. ot men to arms; it 
was fought on 2,800 recorded. fields; it 
filled 700,000 graves from tho sword and 
shot nud> shell and pestilence; the silent 
sleepers/ went down on ' mountain'' side 
nnd In tangled wood; In dismal swamp 
and on sunny plain; where the rivers 
rolled and. the wide-waved ocean. stretch- 
ed they -found sppulcber; and at last one, 
civilization, with, its garments rolled in 
blood, passed awny to the shades for* 
ever; the other, victorious, raised a ipbtr 
leas ensign 'In the sky, Its stars washed 
brighter with the glad tears of rejoicing 
humanity' that the greater -government 
of nnd] for and by the people hud not 
perished from the earth.

The Bre stnrted n Utile before 1 o'clock
